' McGlU's^-Health' Service, a 
minor mèdicare' organization In 
itself, will soon subniit proposals 
to the Quebec government aimed 
at integrating it vrith the prqvin*. 
, ce's Health Insurance scheme. 
Dr. John Lohrenz, the Service's 
director,- Indicated that his study 
will bejeady In about two weeks, 
and that he expects to have"- a 
reply from the government well 
before next academic year begins. 

Although he would not reveal 
any spedHc details at this time, 
he is confident that the University's 
health program will not suffer 
fromaffiliaUon with theQHIB. 

"In fact," he claimed, "We 
hope to improve our. operations 
as a result of our participation." 

Under the terms of the provin- 
cial plan, salaries of profession- 
al workers are paid- by the 
government. The government, in 
turn,, cpllects premiums from 
all Quebec . residents . vrtiose, earn- 
ings arein excess of ^,000. ' - 

McGill students in this econo- 
nomic category will therefore be 
paying for two health care plans 
this year. 

Jt. is doubtful that the savings 
to the University' will be pass- 
.ed on to the student in the. form 
of a fee reduction. The money, 
if the government agrees, will 
likely be ' channeled into the 
'general' student services fund, 
which pays for the Guidance and 
Placement Services, the Sports, 
program, and other related ac-f<

ceedings against Mr^. Catherine 
Daniel, a music instructor. 

Mrs. Daniel was informed April 
1969 that thére had been^l'a num- 
berlof serious complaints" about 
her teaching, and was given the 
;choice.of resigning or having her 
appointment terminated. She re- 
quested a hearing; 
, In spite of a suggestion by the 
Faculty Association that mem- 
bers ^of the arbitration committee 
- bé'drawn front outside àie. univer- 
sity, the Board'Of Regents decid- 
ed that the hearing committee 
should be internal and that its 
recommendation should not be 
binding on the Board. 

Mrs. Daniel replied that she 
was willing to go bcforé a formal 
hearing which met the minimal 
criteria^outlined in the, CAUT 



Policy Statenicnt and which would 
"assure her, of a greater degree 
of equity than the ad hoc Mount 
Allison procedures." 

President Cragg chose' to in- 
terpret this as a rejection of "a 
formal hearing" and she was 
dismissed. 

Professor Alwyn Berland. Exe^ 
cutive Secretary of CAUT. who 
investigated the matter at Mrs. - 
Daniel's request, argued that if 
the president had instituted dis- 
missal proceedings, he could not 
then talce on the role of an impar- 
tial judge. 

, "CAUT. does not believe the 
wise and honourable chief exe- 
cutive would want the right as 
judge to pass on the validity of his 
own decision as chief executive." 
he stated. 

"Thére is more than one way 
to accomplish an independent 
adjudicaUon." he added. "CAUT 
believes binding arbitration is the 
best way." 

In contrast to its decbive ac- 
tion on UQAM and Mount Allison, 
the coundl was ireluctant to carry

termed "a delaying tactic" was 
approved. 

The resolution in its final form 
asked the executive "to seek new 
initiatives" and. failing a solution, 
to then, as a last resort, censure 
the university. 

A censure motion aimed at 
Loyola was ako not implemented 
because' the council felt that the 
university is now using the "ac- 
ceptable procedures" demanded 
by CAUT. 

Professor S. Santhanam who 
first brought the Loyola question 
to CAUT. and who has since been 
fired by the university, refused 
to comment on the decision. 

However, in a, strongly-worded 
statement to the delegates, he 
denounced their treatment of his 
dispute with the Loyola adminis- 
tration last April. 

"Thé main issue of my own 
personal relationship was ignor- 
ed." he complained. "You rejected ■ 
the recommendation of your own 
commission of inquiry that arbi- 
tration was the only solution and 
imposed another solution on 
me." 

Professor Santhanam concluded 
his biting condemnation with a 
plea "to remove and undo the 
unwarranted damage to my pro- 
fessional career. There is -still 
a suspicion lingering : in many 
nninds that the issue was (X)Iitl- 
cal." he declared. 

.Thel^'cound^s^ prevarication 
extended io'âië qiiesuonof acade- 
mic cut-backs for budgetary 
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reasons. 

Professor Don Savage. Asso- 
ciate Executive Secretary, warned 
the assembly that there was a 
likelihood this situation would 
spread throughout the country. 
"Several premiers have already 
shown: interest in the idea." he 
informed the delegates. ■ 

Professor Savage revealed that 
McGill and Loyola are abready 
suffering under restricted budgets 
. and that there is a fear of similar 
cut-backs at Sir George Williams 
University. Professor Henri 
Levesque of the Universily of 
Montreal interjected to announce 
that his university has abo been 
instructed to reduce its faculty 



by^ttt oSOTO mbers. 

Professor:cpennis O'Connell of 
Loyola University disclosed that 
approximately 17 professors will 
be affected at Loyola. The dele- 
gate from McGill did not volunteer 
any information. - 

Due to what the'.assembly felt 
were serious fiaws in the propos- 
ed guidelines, the document was 
returned to the AFT committee • 
for further review. 

In the interim, it ^yas resolved 
"that the Economic Benefits 
■ Committee study ways, and means 
of assisting faculty, both tenured 
and untenured, who have or will 
have lost their academic posts 
due to budgetary reasons."

Last week the West African state jol 
Guinea was invaded by "350 to 800" sol- 
diers landing from ships on the coast 
Wearing the uniform of the Republic of 
Guinea national army, but .with a blue arm- 
band added, the invaders attacked the air- 
port, army' barracks, released political 
- prisoners and freed a number of Portuguese 
pris6ners-of-war who had been captured in 
tl» neighbouring Portuguese colony, Guinée 
Bissau, by the liberation movement 
P^.I.G.C. They also sacked the offices of 
P.A.I.G.C. in Conakry and imtde a futile 
attempt to find the house of Amilcar Cabrai 
the P.A.LG.C. leader who sometimes lives < 
in Conakry. 

President Ahmed Sekou Touré of Guinea 
charges that Portugal , was behind the in- 
vasions and. tbatJ^ut^ese.sM^ had 
ferried the inracii^nrfigSn^'Bissau;^ 
denies this charge. The attackers were 
beaten off by Touré's 5,000 man army, but 
the situation is not yet under control. How- 
ever, who was in fact behind the invasion? 
Why should Touré accuse Portugal? 

The Republic of Guinea was a' French 
colony until 1958 vrtien in a referendum of 
all France's African colonies, Guinea chose 
independence instead of associate status 
with France. Paris hnipediately withdrew 
all her technicians, teachers, and aides 
leaving Touré the tremendous task of re- 
placement 

Touré has struggled to obtain true inde- 
pendence for his country, earning for 
himself the mistrust of the West and the , 
labe|[;of lèft-wing or Mandst-oriented. In • 
the process he has made some political 
enemies, especially by the banning of the 
opposition party and nationalization of 
foreign interest Not surprisingly be retains 
the support of his people. 

ï^Éroa's neighâ^^^^e north is the 
Portuguese ruled colony of Guinée-Bissau, 
where the Partido Africano da Independlda 
daGuinéee e Cabo Verde - P.A.I.G.C. under 
the leadership of Amilcar Cabrai, and with 




Emestina Sila, one of the important 
Party officials in the struggle in the 
north of Guinea. 



an increasing support among the peasants 
w*o form 98% of the populaUon, has been 
waging a successful guerrilla war against 
the Portuguese. 

In the years smce the fighting began, 
PJV.I.G.C. has liberated some 2/3 of the 
colony and forced the Portuguese into the 
same situation as the U.S. in Vietnam. The 
guerrillas have the free run of the greater 
part of the countryside, while the Portu- 
guese have built fortified hamlets, from 
which they sally only in fairly large forma- 
tions. • ■ • ' 

They control.the air, since the P.A.I.G.C. 
like the N.L'.F., have no ah- force, and they ' 
use this fact to daily bomb villages in 
liberated territory in an attempt' to break 
the will and lower the morale of the peas- 
ants, while at the same time hinder the 
development of schools, hospitals, and 
social facilities in the liberated zones. ^

Sekou Touré has played an important part 
in the development of this struggle, for 
very early he took a Firm stand on the ques- 
tion of. white minority rule and backed it up 
with action. He provided training fadliUes 
in his country for* P.A.I.G.C. volunteers,- 
, offered educational opportunities and allow- 
ed gverriUas free access to Guinea. • 

Guhiea has paid the price for this many 
times, as Portuguese troops made punidve 
raids against Guinean border villages for 
• allegedly harbouring retreating guerrillas. 



The use of black mercenaries and Portu- 
guese speaking troops which, according to 
Lisbon, are under the over-all command of 
Nabi Youla. the leader of the banned Guine- 
an opposition partyiiis very, reminiscent of 
the Bay of Pigs type of agression whereby, 
the U.S. govemmentattempted to use the 
jico|int|arrKy elements to bring the 

fOidian people baâc'underU.S. domination. 



The Portuguese-engineered miliUiy inva- 
sion against Guinea is an attempt by Por- 
tugal to resolve her military dilemma in 
Africa. Instead of simply being a source of 
i^taperial tribute, the - soH:alled overseas 
^tenifories now require substantial amounts 
of military expenditure. Portugal is clearly 
unable to stem the tide of armed national 
resistance to her archaic colonial rule. Like 



its American counterpart in Indochina, the 
Portuguese counter-revolutionary strategy 
is an attempt to alleviate their pentup 
military frustrations by intimidating and 
trying to bomb 'into submission the neigh- 
boring countries which give support to 
legitimate ' aspirations of the nationalist 
forces in Guinée-Bissau. By its own in- 
ternal logic, this strategy must inevitably 
lead to aggressive expansions beyond the 
immediate areas of conflict 

The Portuguese actions have set à prece- 
dent for other white minority governments 
in Southern Africa to move agai^t neigh- 
boring states which support liberation 
movements against them. It is this prt)spect 
that makes the danger of large scale armed 
• confrontation in Africa real and immediate. 
The pro-imperialist màss media, especially 
the New York Times and Montreal Star, 
does not inform the public about this danger. 
Instead, the media has been stressing the 
point that the threatened government of 
Guinea is "leftist and Mandst-oriented." 

The ohé encouraging aspect of Jhe crisis 
is the prompt offers of military aid to 
Guinea from some African countries, 
notably Nigeria, Libya and Egypt. Only by 
vigorous struggle at the local level and 
prompt support from brbthers-in-arms in 
other parts of Africa can this type of 
aflgression be contained. - '
